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Released Companion 

Of Fred Evans Tells 

Of Prison Conditions 



Deputy-Reeve and Mrs. Ar- 
thur D. Evans have received an 
interesting letter from George 
Bobbins, of- -Bristol, England, 
v/ho was with their son, Sgt. 
Fred. Evans, in a German prison 
camp, and was repatriated. The 
letter is dated Oct. 28. 

"This is to keep a promise to 
your son" he writes. "I was 
with Fred. 15 days ago. It 
doesn't seem true, but I have 
eventually, after much 'pinching' 
finally decided it is true. This 
also is true. FredJ is quite well, 
and as happy as circumstances 
permit. 

"His wound has left a scar, 
crescent-shaped, high - on his 
left cheek-bone. I am being 
utterly truthful when I say 
that this scar really enhances 
his good looks. Fred, has ample 
wearing apparel. He seldom ex- 
periences the feeling of 'stomach 
rubbing against back-bone' these 
days. You see, one really does 
get accustomed to diminutive 
diet. As for entertainment, 
plenty of books, sports, an oc- 
casional show and several bands 
provide music of divers types. 
Sounds good, doesn't it: 

"Actually, it's like good food 
cooked by a novice and served 
under primitive circumstances. 
The whole thing is spoiled by 
'rackets/ If Al Capone could see 
the rackets there he'd go green 
with envy. However, these 
things don't worry Fred. He has 
a strong heart and high spirits. 
His cheerfulness is a credit and I 
love him for it. I know you are 
proud of him and justly so. I 
wouldn't take the trouble to 
write this to you if I thought 
otherwise. 

"I was strolling around the 
compounds with Fred, the night 
before I left, it was a 'dream of 
a night/ crisp, clean air and 
brilliantly star-lit. Fred, was 
reminded of home, in a 
pleasant way, you see. The trees 
and country at Lamsdorf are 
almost identical to those at 
home. Fred, does not get home- 
sick. He knows the futility and 
harmful effect it has. Like the 
majority of the boys he has 
settled in, and is making the 
best of a bad situation; not that 
it's really bad these days, in 
fact, the British spirit has turned 
nearly everything, including 
fetters, into a farce. 

"Well. I think what I have 
written should obviate any little 
doubt you might have entertain- 
ed as to Fred's well-being. If 
you could just sec Fred, you 

would not worry in the least. 
"One word about myself. I 



■ am in a hospital in Scotland, not 

: seriously ill, just the effects of 

1 exposure. I hope Fred, comes 

here again. He's a 'great guy/" 

Pte. Jack Williams, who is 
overseas, has written an inter- 
esting letter concerning Sgt. 
Fred. Evans to his father, Mr. 
Norman Williams, and Mrs. Wil- 
liams. 

"I have been talking to a re- 
patriated prisoner," Pte. 
Williams writes. "He is a cor- 
poral stretcher-bearer who was 
taken prisoner at Dieppe and he 
was in the same camp and sec- 
tion as Fred. Evans. He says 
that Fred, is in very* good 
health, but he has a scar on his 
left cheek. He also says that 
Fred, manages one of the camp's 
64 baseball teams and one of the 
hundred football teams. 

"He is still in chains, but for 
two cigarettes the guards will 
release them and then yell when 
the orderly officer comes around 
and they all put their bracelets 
back on until the officer goes. 

"Their treatment is fairly 
good, but they could not live if 
there were no Red Cross par- 
cels. All the prisoners have 
high praise for the Red Cross. 
They are doing a fine job. They 
all say they can't have too 
many cigarettes, as they used 
them as barker instead of money. 
So for a deck of weeds and a 
bar of soap the guards will 
practically let them go. 

"They're not having an excep- 
tionally tough life, but there's 
nothing like being free. This 
corporal says that all prisoners 
except paratroopers, commandos 
and Canadians are allowed to go 
out and work. He says the 
Canucks drive the guards wacky 
because everyone has a fling at 
escaping. One chap in the 
Royals has tried fo escape seven 
times and each time has been 
caught. Twice he got as far as 
Paris." 

A letter has been received by 
Mr. and Mrs. I. Lindcnbaum 
from their son, Sgt. A. Lindcn- 
baum, who had been talking to 
a repatriated soldier from the 
same camp as Fred. Evans. He 
says: 

"I met a repatriated prisoner 
from Germany. He told me 
that Fred, was okay. This chap, 
Pte. White, lost an eye and so 
expects to go to Canada soon. I 
told him to call Fred's people 
or write them if he can't see 
them or if he's in the vicinity of 
Newmarket to phone you/' 

Since the letter was written 
Pte. White has arrived in Can- 
ada with a group of repatriated 
soldiers and airmen.

SOCIALISM IS 
CONDEMNED BY 

VISITING REEVE 



'The Fallacy of Socialism." 
was the subject of Reeve F. G. 
Gardiner, K. C of Forest Hill 
Village, before the Newmarket 
Lions club on Monday evening. 
Reeve F. A. Lundy, Newmarket, 
introduced Mr. Gardiner, and 
President Fred. Thompson was 
in the chair. 

Mr. Gardiner said that Can- 
adians must decide "whether we 
are to continue to have free en- 
terprise or whether we are to 
travel up the road which is 
known as socialism and leads no 
one knows where. 

"•Poverty and riches must no 
longer exist side by side. The 
common man must have a better 
deal. There must be full pro- 
duction,' Those statements are 
accepted today. The question is 
how we are to achieve these ob- 
jects, by socialism or by free 
enterprise. 

"Admirable as is the philoso- 
phy of Karl Marx, bs much as 
we would like a free and class- 
less society, there have been sev- 
eral such attempts and they 
have all failed. 

"Our system is not purely 
capitalistic. We have the On- 
tario Hydro-Electric, the C.N.R., 
the Trans-Canada Airways, the 
Bank of Canada, the . Ontario 
liquor control commission. 

"In a socialistic system there is 
no private properly. Property 

is all owned by the state. 

'"The reactionary wants to get 
back to things as they were. 
The capitalist wants to sec an 
expanding economy. He wants 
to see slow change rather than 
revolutionary change." 

Mr. Gardiner cited Russia, 
Germany, Spain, Italy and 
Greece to show that "those who 
honestly try to put socialism in- 
to effect are overthrown by a 
minority who know the revolu- 
tionary technique," with a dicta- 
torship resulting. 

"Do you hear anything about 
collective bargaining \n Russia? 
Do you hear anything about 
freedom of speech in Russia? 
I am one who believes that 
labor has had a bad deal. I 
think some of us have taken the 
attitude that we own the plant 
and that we will dictate the 
terms of employment But I 
don't see what 1 labor can hope 
for from socialism. 

"-Social security means not social- 
Ism but provision for children on 
the baste of need. It means educa- 
tion to tho so who are able to bene- 
fit from It, and not according to 
means. It means unemployment 
Insurance as a matter of right, old 
age pensions ns a matter of right. 
it - means health Insurance. It 
seems to nie a small cost to pre- 
vent the overthrow of our sytcm 
and the establishment of n socialis- 
tic system. 

"Our system must he one where 
industry will earn a reward and 
where thrift will have some privil- 
ege, where the man who gets out 
and works for his old age gels 
some benefit." said Mr. Gardiner. 

"I have been asking myself If the 
power and strength of Russia were 
on the side of the Axis would there 
be the same response In this coun- 
try toward Russia and Russian 
Wens." said Mayor Dr. U W. Dales. 
"It is due to peculiar fortune that 
Russia Is on our side, and we arc 
trying to appreciate Russia. 

"We can't get political cures In 
boxes. You and I and everyone 
have been guilty. We have had our 
hands out. We haven't always used 
the franchise. New we want every- 
thing wrapped up In a box, a revolu- 
tion if necessary. 

"I am glad Mr. Gardiner has 
come to you before It to too late. 
Capitalism has made mistakes but 
we have made progress In the last 
26 year*. We have unemployment 
insurance, old age pensions, moth- 
er's allowances. We are going to 
have health Insurance. God save 
us from state medicine. If we don't 
want to destroy the Bantings and 
Rests. 

-Let us forget the obsession of 
socialism. Let us not handcuff our- 
selves and strangle our children, 
and put ourselves under anything 
that resembles dictatorship."

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WOULD NOT LOWER TAX RATE 

Mayor Dr. L. W. Dales is to be commended 
for his repeated warnings against lowering the 
municipal tax rate, particularly at a time when 
people are well able to pay. There are too many 
community needs, pavements, sidewalks, in- 
cinerator, sewage disposal plant, widened Main 
SU vocational teaching at the high school, re- 
sumption of art teaching by a specialist teacher 
at public schools, kindergarten rooms at public 
schools, modern municipal building (which would 
include fire hall, auditorium and public library), 
public health nurse, recreation director for 
young people, municipal swimming-pool, and so 
on. Your list is as good as ours. 

No one expects the town to undertake all these 
things at once, but it is progressive municipal 
government to maintain the tax rate at its pres- 
ent reasonable level, while "times are good," 
and to spend the surplus in making Newmarket 
a more pleasant place to live. A backward- 
looking town is one which thinks in terms of 
making itself a cheap place of residence for re- 
tired persons with fixed incomes. A forward- 
looking town is one which thinks in terms of 
making itself a good place for parents to bring 
up children and an attractive place for young 



people. 

Dr. Dales has put his linger on what may be 
one of the vital issues of the post-war period. 
That issue will be between those who believe in 
spending money to provide full employment and 
a full life and those who believe in attempting to 
take their money to heaven with them. 

The mayor has touched upon another issue too, 
between those who believe in community living 
and spending money advantageously through 
government and those who believe in an isolated 
existence and paddling their own canoe. People 
come together to live in towns so that they can 
enjoy at reasonable costs, by pooling their funds 
through the municipality, good schools, good 
streets, electric lighting, running water, police 
protection, etc People who do not believe in 
spending money for community services, or who 

may be unfortunate enough not to have the 

money to spend, are happier living outside of 

towns. A good example of what can be achieved 
by community spending is the fact that Aurora 
householders, through their tax rate, pay about 
20 cents a month for garbage collection, while 
Newmarket people pay 50 cents a month to "free 
enterprisers"' for the same service. 

Dr. Dales has advocated improved community 
services for years. Once his voice was a voice 
crying in the wilderness, but more and more our 
citizens today are thinking with him. He once 
saw the need for a hospital for this town, and so 
he started one — in his own home. Today New- 
market has a splendid hospital, but taxed to 
capacity. Newmarket is going to have a bigger 
hospital, as a result of private generosity, and, 
with many of the town's citizens enjoying hos- 
pital insurance, it too is going to be used to the 
fulL The town contributes toward the upkeep 
of the hospital, and makes an increased con- 
tribution this year, partly as a result of Dr. Dales; 
urging- Although it is supported only to a small 
extent by taxation, York County hospital is a 
splendid example of a community institution, 
and of the benefits that may be achieved through 
community co-operation, through pooling citizen 
resources for the common good.

of the staff of Pickering College, 
brought a number of questions 
from the floor. 

In introducing the subject. Mr. 
Biackstock explained that in the 
old days the boys and girls had to 
be taught the crnfts needed for 
everyday life. 

"Nowadays." he said, "we don't 
have to know these crafts, the mak- 
ing of shoes, and such things. We 
hftve n new kind of life to live, in 
which there is n lot of leisure time, 
which can be used to advantage or 
disadvantage. 

"The problem of recreation is one 
in which the whole community 
must co-operate. We call it play, 
but fot children It isn't, it is n 
serious business which must be 
learned." 

Stating that there was an increase 
In juvenile delinquency. Mr. Black- 
stock said that most delinquency 
was juvenile because practically alt 
boys over is were in the armed 
forces. 

"In any community where there 
ore children, adolescents or young 
udulls with time on their hands, 
there is going to be delinquency un- 
less their activities arc directed," 
Air. Biackstock said. "A national 
physical fitness net was paused by 
the fedem! government this sum- 
mer offering aid to any province in 
providing recreation facilities in 
any community. Ontario's share 
lias been set at $74,000 for the rest 
of this fiscal year. The provincial 
government must match .this sum. 
Pressure is needed to make known 
to the provincial government that 
this help Is wanted." 

Asked how Newmarket would go 
about securing a share of this 
fund, Mr. Biackstock replied that 
nny existing recreational organiza- 
tion could request aid, or In the 
case of Newmarket, the pnrks com- 
mittee of the municipal council. 

Asked how hobbies were related 
to the absence of delinquency. Mr. 
Renzius told of some of the suc- 



cessful work being done In the 
United States by the "boys' town" in 
providing interesting activities and 
suitable companionship for boys. 

In hnswering questions as to the 
cost to the town of a recreational 
organization, Mr. Biackstock referr- 
ed to the many facilities already 
existing here, mentioning the town 
parks, the ponds, the covered rink, 
the town and Pickering College ten- 
nis courts and In peace-time, the 
track at the fair grounds. He esti- 
mated that $3,000 would provide n 
year-round recreational director to 
organize the community, and would 
also provide necessary equipment. 

"One of the publicly-owned facil- 
ities least used is the school ," said 
Mr. Biackstock. "the high school 
and the public schools. I think the 
citizens should have access to 
them In nfter-school hours. Rooms 
nt the college ore used In the even- 
ing and the Pickering rink is used 
by various outside groups, even 
outlying communities. Why could* 
n't the young women have the use 
of the high school gymnasium one 
night a week, the young men anoth- 
er night and so forth? Many ex- 
isting facilities could be used if 
someone were in charge, and the 
schools could be used if no other 
recreational centre were establish- 
ed." 

Mr. Renzius. in answer to ques- 
tions, descfibed some inexpensive 
hobbies and gave instances in 
which hobbles had later been the 
means of earning a living. 

"I can think of a number of 
craftsmen in this town now who 
would be capable of teaching vari- 
ous hobbies." slated Mr. Renzius. 

A motion, passed by Mr. Renzius 
and seconded by Mrs. Ed. Mitchell, 
was carried unanimously that rep- 
resentatives from all the organiz- 
ations in the town be asked to 
attend a meeting to discuss some 
recreational organizations for the 
town. 

Skating facilities in the town, the 
possibility of having rinks at the 
schools, or of having several 
cleared spaces on the pond where 
the younger children could learn 
to skate without being in danger of 
injury from those playing hockey. 
were discussed. 

Robert Dick of the Kewmarket 
high school stnff suggested that tho 
arena should be available more 
frequently for the school children 
to lenrn to play hockey. 



Mrs. Bell urged that all Home and 
School Association members and 
alt citizens show their interest in 
Newmarket by attending the nom- 
ination meeting on Friday evening 
In the town hall.
